WASHINGTON, June 10.—More than 
700,000 Americans have been sent ‘over- 
seas as part of the Pershing expedition- 
‘ary forces. 

Official announcément, to’ this effect 
was made late this afternoon by Secre- 
tary of War Baker, standing in the 
shadow of the Washington Monument, 
addressing the famous French Blue 
Devils, who, after touring the. United 
States in- behalf of the Liberty Loan 
and Red Cross drives, were the guests 
at an official reception on the eve of 
their departure for France. 

“Barly in May Secretary Baker an- 
nounced that. then more than 500,000 
American. troops had been sent abroad. 
In this great movement. of more than 
700,000, troops to France’ only” 201 sdl- 
diers have been: lost at: dea. se per- 
ished through the sinking of thé British 


transports Tuscania and Moldavia. ~ 
While it trad been known‘ for more 

than a’ week that the spéeding-up pro- 

cess, in the-transportation of troops had 


it. was: not permissible to say. that this 
figure had been reached. . 


Mr. Baker’s Statement. 


Secretary Baker’s statement in address- 
ing the Blue Devils was as follows: 

““When you left. France, the American 
Army was there in small representation, 
but now more than 700,000 Americans 
have sailed from their shore to carry 
back to your army and your people the 
encouragement and the assistance which 
Lafayette and Rochambeau brought to 
America in the early and struggling 
days of American freedom.”’ 

Secretary’s Baker’s announcement 
makes ridiculous some of the contempt- 
uous ridicule which German newspapers 
and military experts for the last year 
have been heaping upon America’s plans 
for real participation in the war. On 
Jan. 8 the State Department gave out 
extracts from official instructions . is- 
sued by the German Government to Ger- 
man editors for the‘ molding et German 
public opinion. One of them, sent out 
by the German censor 6n June: 9, 1917, 
said: 

‘Petit Parisien informs us that five 
American divisions, numbering 125,000 
men, may be expected in France in the 
Autumn of.1917. It is urgently requested 
not to reproduce this information with- 
out some comment. We do not wish to 
underestimate the ability of America to 
accomplish things, but must not, on the 
other hand, overestimate it. In order to 
bring a division over from America 75,- 
000 tons must make the trip twice. 
Therefore, from mere fact of lack of 
space the transportation of such a body 
of troops within certain fixed time limits 
is impossible.’ 

Ridiculed by Germans. 

On Jan. 18, 1918, the  semi-official 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitungof Ber- 
lin was credited with the statement that 
‘*the American Secretary of War speaks 
of an American army in France. There 
is an American army in France, but it 
consists entirely of woodcutters, rail- 
way men, and doctors, except two or 
three divisions whose precious lives are 
being, spared in quiet places far behind 
the front. Mr. Bhker.speaks as if short- 
ly there would be 1,500,000 Americans in 
France. Can the United States spare 
such a large number of men? The an- 
swer is no, because a large part of the 
army must remain behind for the pro- 
tection of the frontiers, the coasts, the 
colonies, and for other duties: of a po- 
litical nature.. The political situation 
compels. the’ United States to keep at 
home the greater portion of its army 
and. the country can at the most put 
only 400,000 or 500,000 men inte the 
.European battlefields.”’. 

This statement as made by this 
semi-officiat German: paper less than six 
months ago.

OUR WAR AIMS MADE-PLAIN 





“Do Not Want Anything Out of 
This War’’—Sees. German In- 
fluence at Work in Mexico. 


HAVANA,®June 11, (Associated Press.) 

—President Wilson in his address to the 
Mexican newspaper editors in Washing- 
ton last Friday expressed sincere friend- 
ship for Mexico. ‘ His address, which is 
printed in the. morning newspapers here 
today,, , follows in ‘part: 
VT have | ‘mever received & group of 
‘men who were*more welcome than you 
because ‘it has been one of my distresses 
‘auring ‘my: ‘Prelidency that the Mexi- 
can people did not more thoroughly un- 
dérstand the attitude of the United 
States toward: Mexico. I think I can 
assure you * * * that that attitude is one 
of’ sincere friendship. 

*“ The policy of my . Administration 
toward Mexico-was in every point based 
upon.the principle that: the internal’ set- 
tlement of the affairs of Mexico was 
none of. our business, that we had no 
right to interfere with or dictate to 
Mexico in:any particular with regard 
to her own affairs. 

‘‘When we sent troops into Mexico 
our sincere desire was nothing else 
than to assist_you to get rid of a man 
who was making the settlement of your 
affairs for the time being. impossible. 


We had no desire to use our troops for 
any, other purpose, and I was in hopes 
that by assisting in that way and there- 
upon immediately withdrawing I might 
give substantial truth of the assurance 
that I had given .your Government 
through President Carranza. 

‘‘ At the present time it distresses me 
to learn that certain influences, which 
I assume to be German in their origin, 
are trying to make a wrong impression 
throughout Mexico as to the purpose of 
the United States; but to give an abso- 
lutely untrue account of things that 
happened. 

‘‘We are the champions:of those na- 
tions which have not had the military 
standing which, would énable them to 
compete with the strongest nations in 
the world, and I look forward with 
pride .to the time which I hope will come 
when we can give substantial evidence 
not only that we do not want anything 
out of this war, but that we would not 
accept anything put of it, that it is ab- 
solutely a case of disinterested action. 
And if you will watch the attitude of 
our people you will seg.that nothing 
stirs them so deeply as the assurances 
that this war, so far as we aré con- 
cerned, is for idealistic objects. 

‘*Some time ago I proposed a bort of 
Pan American agreement. I had per- 
ceived that one of the difficulties of 
our past relationships with Latin Amer- 
ica was this: The famous Monroe Doc- 
trine \was adopted without your con- 
sent’ ‘ahd without the consent of any of 
the: Central American or South Ameri- 
can States.

In the face of the huge céncéntra- 
tion of troops which thé Géffians had 
been enabled to bring into line at the 
point. chosen for the attack it was 
physically impossible for the defenders 
to resist in their advanced positions. 

When the masses of German infan- 
try Came over, the Fréfich troops, 
spread lightly in thé forward works, 
fell back coolly, fighting yard by yard, 
to the actual line of resistance. They 
held back the enemy just sufficiently 
to make him show his stréngth and 
permit the main bedy of defenders to 
make proper dispositions to meet him. 

Four hours of thé most intense 
fighting by the Gérmans brought them 
only partly across the allied advance 
zone. They weré batteréd thoroughly 
by the allied artillery, whose targét 
was so plain that the enemy’s lossts 
must have been frightful, with little to 
compensate him for his sacrifices. 


Deluge of Gas. Shella. 

Before the ififahtry attack; the Ger- 
mans deluged thé allied line’ to a 
depth of at ieast six miles with poison 
gas and high explosive shells. The 
allied guns replied immediately with a 
fire of terrific inténsity in order to 
hinder the movérhénts of the enémy 
troopa getting réady to advance. 
When the infantry attack finally 
eamé, it did not affect such a wide 
front as the artillery preparation. 

The enémy apparently hoped by 
weight of numbers to break the line 
on this sector, which he failed to do 
during the first part of April, when 
many. sévere engageménts résultéd in 
the Géfitians being stopped shoft.

PARIS, June 10.—Day by day the 
feeling of confiderice that the allied 
armies can defend Paris against any 
effort the Germans may make is grow- 
ing in volumé. It is curious to those 
of us who Were here all through thé 
efitical period of 1914, when the Ger- 
man Army got to within fifteen miles 
of the city walls, and refugees poured 
in from points five or six miles out,\té 
note that at present, in spite af the re- 
cent important progress repeatedly 
made by the enemy, there is ah entire 
absence of those signs of panic which 
characterized the week of ten days 


Tiinmediately before the battle of the 


Marne. 

It is fully’ realised now that any 
Guéstion of the surrender of the city 
is not to bé thought of. Under the 
vigorous hand of Clemenceau all nect- 
eseary preparations are being made to 
make Paris the kérnél of the resist- 
aneé of ths allied armies, and theré 
are no signs whatever of any fear as 
to what the result will be. 

“Paris defended,” says one writer 
this morning, “ would be for the Ger 
mah Atmy a gigaatic Verdun. Be- 
fore the Paris front a German army, 
were it to ¢onsist of 1,000,000 men, 
e6uld exhaust itself eveh MO6Pré than 
before Verdun. The city can be de- 
fended with a mihimum 108s ‘fof us, 
while the enefiy would pay déarly fof 
every foot gained. Paris, if directly 
attacked, might ii a féW weeks prové 
the temb of the Gerthan Army, whilé 
the allied effectives are growihg every 
minute. If Germany realizes that ths 
Allies will do all that possibly can be 
done to savé Paris from humiliation 
she will not dare to attempt the ef- 
fort.” | 

The Petit Parisien notes that Paris 
is Well défended by forésts, and fre- 
tmafke that this is the only kind of 
ground which still preserves its inipor- 
tance. The German offensive in 
April, it says, died out when it teached 
Nieppe Forest, and Carlepoht Wood, 
the forest-covered. heights of Mont de 
Choisy and the Villera-Cotterets Forest 
have so far préved impassable ob: 
stacles in the latest Gefman advatice.

Both first line and lecal 
supports are. for ‘the .. moment,-: over- 
whelmed: by the mass.of métal and 
clouds,. but,. if there: is sufficient 
strength present, it is quickly stopped. 
_And:.this appears to be what ts hap- 
pening now. The French gave ground 
at first, ‘as was expected, although it is 
to be noticed that the defensive zone 
has not. been penetrated, even though 


| the trench Hne has been’ overrun.. The 


difference is: avery real one. The de- 
fensive zone runs for some distance 


| back of the line of battle and is pre- 


pared for defense. by means of trenches 
and earthworks just as thoroughly, as is 
the first line. When the defensive zone 
is passed, the’ fighting’ ceases to be in 
trenches, but becomes open warfare. 
The Frerich defensive zone, then, ap- 
pears to-be-stili uncrossed. This is a 
distinguishing “difference , between . this 
and the three other heavy attacks, as in 
the latter cases the entire zone was 
rapidly passed over, and before the 
French could muster their reinforce- 
ments the fighting had been forced out 
of trenches completely, and. they were 
contending against greatly superior 
numbers in the opén. The result was the 
great degree of penetration into their 
positions which we have noted since 
March 21. We are now witnessing sorme- 
thing more closely akin to the battle of 
Verdun or the battle of the Somme, al- 
though on a much wider front. 

The first day’s fighting—that of Sun- 
day—produced a German gain: varying 
in depth from nothing to about three 
miles or a.little under on a. front of at- 
tack of nearly twenty-two miles. There 
are several features about this that are 
worth noticing. On the French left, be- 
tween Montdidier and the Roye-Cler- 
mont Road, the gain was relatively 
small. And yet on this section of the 
front the defensive positions have very 
inferior advantages of terrain as com- 
pared with thase further east. The 
ground behind their-lines was gently 
rolling, with no marked distinguishing 
features. There is. no topographical 
obstacle in the .entirg front. Further 
east, between the road mentioned and 
the road running south through Las- 
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signy, we have the’greatest penetration. 
This section ‘of ‘the front—abdout five 
Milles—is bisected bythe Matz River, 
a small affluent of the Oise. The terrain 
behind the ‘old French lines..is, much 
more easily defended...There are num- 
erous hills with .steep slopes, the high 
woods known as the Grand Bois, which 
reaches .a height. of, about 550 ‘feet,. 
while the valley of the Matz is .orly 
about 200 feet, and in addition. several 
smaller woods, as well_as the. western 
end of the woods. of .Thiescourt... The 
defensive. value of the. ground was, 
therefore, much. greater than in the 
case of the ground further west. The 
ground gained was, as stated, much 
greater. ‘eit is ; ‘ PEE 
There are probably two causes for 
this. - The first is the yalley’ of the 
Matz, which formed an avenue~ down 
which the Germans advanced, outflank- 
ing:.eventually the positions. on either 
side. The second isthe probability 
that the maximum German -pressure 
was. directed against this section. -The 
-reasons for this will be mentioned later. 
Further, east we again find the depth 
of advance narrowing down ‘to zero 
where the_country is, if anything, even 
more difficult. than.the centre .#tretch. 
There can, however, be no’ question 
that on the eastern stretch the German 
effort was even greater than on-any 
other :section of the ‘front of attack. 
And this sector is the most dangerous 
of all. 6. 
The reason: for the heavy attack on 
the second and third sectors was the 
location . and - railroad system which 
passes through Compiégne. It will be 
remembered that the curve in the line 
between the Marne and Montdidier is 
cut‘ by the Oise, ‘almost exactly bi- 
sected. ‘Fhe Oise Valley holds the main 
railroad stem from. Paris to the battle- 
front, and this stem passes through 
Compiégne. A number of branches, too, 
leave Compiégne—three, in fact—which 
feed important sections of the front. One 
of these which bears an important rela- 
tion to the Allies’ positions immediately 
west of ‘Soissons is’ that -which runs 
along the Aisne, (which empties into the 
Oise near Compiégne,) and. with the 
branch -which turns north from Com- 
piégne to Roye feeds and -stpplies the 
entire front embraced within the angle 
Compiégne - Ressons, Compiégne - Sois- 
scns. : 
If, therefore,” Compiégne is taken, a 
material rectification of the allied line 
will have to be.made. . Now the attack 
along the Matz River is an attack along 
the: line of the. Compiégne-Roye Rail- 
road, while the attack on the east is 
along’ the main line of the Oise Valley. 
But the attack in the east has failed 


up. to the present, so that the attack in 
the centre is not yet a menace. In 
fact, it appears that’the French have 
the situation well in hand.

That the various Russian factions 
and diverse races and nationalities may.

national Government, composed only 
about 10° per cent. of the population. 
The Bolsheviki are hated not only by 
the middle class, but by the great mass 
of peasant land holders and shop keep- 
ers. Leaving out of consideration those 
who desire the re-establishment of the 
Romanoff absolutism, fully 80 per cent. 
of the Russian people are said to be op- 
posed. to the Bolshevist rule, and it ts

Cedés Arctic Outlet to Finland.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Germany 
and Russia have reached an agreement 
regarding ‘the boundaries of Finland, nc- 
cording to advices reaching the’ State 
Department. Under the agreement :Fin- 
land cedes to Russia the fortresses of 
Ino and Raivola under guarantees that 
they. are not to be fortified. Russia 
cedes to Finland the western part: of 
the Murman Peninsula with an outlet to 
the sea. The exact boundaries are to be 
defined later. 

-It was pointed out today that the ces- 
sion of part of the peninsula made to 
Finland by Russia puts German influ- 
ence dangerously close to -the extreme 
northern entrepots of Russia at: Kola 
and Archangel, and also threatens the 
railroads from _ these _ arctic . ocean 
ports to the interior of Russia. Both 
these harbors are now under British and 
French naval forces. /

Ambassador -Bakhmeteff's 
mission asthe official representative of 
the Ministry: of Ways and Commiunica- 
tions of the Provisional Government. In 
view: of this ‘fact his .sudden indorse- 
ment of the demands of the. Bolsheviki 
who not only overthrew Kerensky, but 
have reduced Russia to its present, state 
of chaos, was considered by Russians 
here as a betrayal of their native land. 

-Prominent Russians in this city were 
convinced yesterday that 
Lomonossoff’s appearance at the Bol- 


‘shevik mass: meeting tenight would be 


considered by Ambassador Bakhmeteff 
as a definite alliance of Lomonossoff 
with the: Bolsheviki, justifying -his: im- 
mediate removal as head of the: Rus- 
sian Railway Mission. In fact, it was

Against Allied Intervention. 


In order that there might be no doubt 
that they had won Lomonossoff, the 
leaders of the Bolsheviki, who have or- 
ganized the ‘‘ Russian Soviet Recogni- 
tion League,’’ issued a statement from 
the professor, in which he made it 
plain that hs stood against allied inter- 
vention in Russia, and was in favor of 
the present Soviet Government as 
against any proposed rearrangement of 
Russia’s internal affairs by the Allies. 
Professor Lomonossoff in his statement 
insisted that he was “‘ not a Bolshevik,’’ 
but declared that he ‘‘ preferred the 
present Government to the Government 
of Nicholas II.”’ Intervention, he: con- 
tended, would result not in the salva- 
tion of Russia, but in.civil war and 
chaos, Comparing conditions under the 
old régime with conditions under \the 
Bolshevik régime, Professor Lomonos- 
soff finds that, even_at the worst, Rus- 
sia is ‘far better off'than she ever was 
before.’’ ’ 

In regard to the expropriation of the 
land, Professor Lomonossoff said, the 
transition of the land into the hands of 
those who tilled it was a measure de- 
manded by BE a reed conscience.” His 
statement Tre in part: ; 

‘‘ Among the Russian intelleetuals has 
been created a strong Germanophile 
movement.

RUSHED TO ITALIAN FRONT. 


Austrian Troops Tax the Capacity of 





N Railroads Behind the Lines. 


ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS, 
June 9, (Associated Press.)—Railroads 
behind the Austrian lines in Northern 
Italy are being rushed to their capacity 
night and day in bringing troops to the 
front, distributing them to different sec- 
tors and moving heavy guns and large 
quantities of munitions to positions near 
the battle line. A special system of 
drills to improve the physical condition 
of the Austrian soldiers and give them 
training for assaulting positions has also 
been put into effect. 

The Austrians in the mountain district 
are under the direct command of Field 
Marshal Conrad von Hoetzendorf.

Professor Sprague Says Masses 
Should Pay Their Portion.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Novel and 
radical méans of faising revenues for 
war expenditures were offered’ to ‘the 
Ways and Means Committee today. by 
Dr. Oliver M. W. Sprague, Professor of 
Banking at Harvard University. The 
committee, which continued its public 
hearings while waiting for definite fig- 
ures from the Treasury Department on 
incomes and excess profits .without 
which the committee cannot p 
to the writing of a scientific revenue 
bill, is hearing persons who’ have sug- 
gestions to present or protests to make 
against any proposed system of taxa- 
tion. 

The striking thing about the hearings, 
which have been in progress for nearly 
a week, is the absence of men of bust- 
ness. Representatives of business in- 
terests: upon which the great burden of 
taxation necessarily will fall have failed 
to appear and have not requested to Be 
heard. The hearings have been devoted 
chiefly to arguments by students of 
taxation and economists, and while 
many of the points brought forth by 
these have been interesting, members of 
the committee say they fall chiefly in| ¢ 
the theoretic class and fail of practical 
application. 

In appearing before the committee to- 
day for more than an hour Professor 
Sprague elaborated upon a number of 
theories of taxation and greatly jm- 
pressed the members with the novelty of 
his ideas and his forceful presentation. 


Three Plans Submitted. 


Three plans of ‘taxation for the $8,- 
000,000,000 bill were advanced by Pro- 
fessor Sprague as follows: 

That the war excess profits taxes 
should follow the system in operation 
in England, namely the imfosition of a 
tax of 80 per cent. on the war profits, 
which should be compared with the 
profits of a normal year before the war. 

That there should be a heavy tax on 
necessaries, because such a tax would 
fall upon the masses and they, too, 
should pay their portion of the war’s 
expenses. 

Luxuries. in which automobiles are in- 
cluded, should have a stiff tax imposed 

upon them 

The income*tax should be heavy, and 
in addition to the present income tax 
there should be an emérgéncy income 
tax of 10 per cent. on the entire income, 
which would not be collected if the 
taxpayer bought economy bonds to the 
value cf 10 per cent. of his income. 
These bonds are to be similar to Lmeny 
bonds except that they are to be re 
tered and non-transferable and sub; ect 
to call by the Government at the end 
of any year. 

Professor Sprague said that the labor- 
ing clasa, eo 10 per cent. of 
the people of the country, were better 
off in a financial way now than a year 
ago, ~while the -middle class, or those 
receiving salaries, were worse off than 


a@ year a by’ reason of the fact that 
salaries ve not increased with the 
leaps the wages paid for manual 


labor. 

“There is no reason why. the’ laboring 
man should not assume his part of the 
cost of this war along with the very 
rich, who are making. increased profits,” 
said Professor S$ e. “For that 
reason I would Pp ace a heavy tax on 
necessaries.”’ 

He said that this tax on necessaries 
would tend to reduce consumption and 
would prevent the retailer passing more 
than e tax along to the consumer. 
For instance, a tax of one or two cents 
on tea, he said, would be ~—. on, 
with an addition of about five cents. 
But if the Government made the tax 
25 cents a pound, as it was in England, 
the retailer could not pass alone o the 
consumer anything more than the tax, 
plus a reasonable profit. 

Other consumption taxes recommended 
by Professor Sprague included these: 

A tax of 10 cents a pound on coffeee 
and cocoa 

A tax of 36 cents a pound on tobacco. 

A tax of. $7.50, instead of $3, on a 
barrel of beer, and a tax on substitutes 
for beer of about half this amount.

MAY SLOW AUTO INDUSTRY 


Reduction_ of Production of 
Pleasure Cars a Fourth Is Fa~. 
vored by Fuel Administration. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 10.~—The nation 
faces tHe danger of another period of 
industriel idleness unless drastic meas- 
ures of economy if: the use of. coal are 
adopted immediately by domestic con- 
sumers and the supplies to many of the 
less essential industries curtailed, Fue 
Administrator H. <A. Garfield an- 
nounced today.’ 

The time has come, te Garfield says, 
when the situation must be looked 
squarely in the face. He is unwilling to 
accept’ the responsibility of permitting 
the nation to take the Summer condi- 
tions as a matter of course and face 
the consequences. when industries are 
forced to shut down again during the 
Winter months because of transporta- 
tion congestion and inad@quate coal 
supply. 

A definite program of conservation 
which will invgive the curtailment of 
s0me less essential industries, Dr. Gar- 
field feels, is imperative to the national 
welfare, with the wartime activities 
making extraordinary demands upon the 
coal production of the nation. 

No definite order was issued today by 
Dr. Garfeld calling for further conser- 
vation by individual industries, and he 
made it plain that his intention was to 
carry out a program which would cause 
as little industrial unrest as possible. 
One of the industries which have been 
fighting against a drastic curtailment 
order, it is said, is that engaged in the 
manufacture of pleasure automobiles. 
The Fuel Administration hag advocated 
a curtailment of 75 per cent. in this di- 
rection, and today it was intimated that 
drastic regulation would be forced, not 
only py the inadequate coal supply but 
by a shortage in steel and other mate- 
rials. 

The hope was expressed, however, 
that some agreement could be reached 
with the War Industries Board and 
other Government agencies which would 


nection with this and other industries 
that would ‘make it possible to effect a 
general curtailment on a basis which 
would not disrupt the financial and 
labor sttuation in any community. Dr. 
Garfield, however, believes that further 
delay in the adoption of a comprehen- 
sive program would be reprehensible. 
In an official statement he said: 
Must Save 60000900 Tons. 

* A saving of 60,000,000 tons is the one 
possible avenue of escape from national 
disaster. Necessities of war must be 
supplied. The coal deficit must in- 
evitably come out of the necessary fuel 
for non-war industries. 
“ These industries employ millions ofd 
our population and furhish the backbone 
of our national wealth. Factories will 
shut down and men be out of work in 
Proportion to the coal deficit. Every 
ton of coal saved will keep fifty work- 
men from idleness and permit additional 
creation of several hundred dollars of 
national wealth. ° 

“The Fuel Administration has frank- 
ly given to the public statistics of the 
alarming fuel situation. It desires to 
state just as frankly and- with all the 


of the American people through fuel 
economy to save the country from the 
effects of the fuel famine.”’

POSSIBILITY OF FUEL BASE 





Purpose of Germany May Be to Sac- 
rifice Many: U-Boats. for What 
Mission ‘Is ‘Worth. 





WASHINGTON, June .10.—Nayval offi- 
cials are steadily swinging around to 
the realization that the German’U-boat 
descent on the American coasts was not 
a flash in the pan, but may be followed 
by a steady continuation of submarine 
depredation at the very threshold of the 
United States and along that part of 
the coast which faces the ports of, de- 
parture of American military transports. 

Careful analysis of the reports ob- 
tained by naval patrol district comman- 
dants from survivors of bombed vessels, 
as well as the: plotting of the time and 
location of the points of sinkings. last 
week, convince naval officials, that. at 
least two enemy submarines were in ac- 
tion under Berlin’s orders. That. these 
are not part of a fleet of submarines 
which Germany may intend to use 
against the United States has not- been 
determined to the satisfaction of Secre- 
tary Daniels, Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt, Admiral Benson, and their main- 
stay advisers in the plans that have 
been made for dealing with the menace. 

It was admitted in naval official cir- 
cles today that there were various ways 
in which the apparent extended stay of 
German submarines along the American 
coast may be continued. Some of the 
suggested explanations are: 

First—Germany may be sending U- 
boats here in relays, new submarines ar- 
riving about the time that their pre- 


decessors have reachéd the limit of 
their stay. 

Second—Germany may have found 
some way of enlarging the radius’ of 
action ‘of the submarines engaged in 
this particular service. 

Third—These particular submarines 
may carry more oil fuel than American 
naval ofticials considered possible from 
the information they had obtained. 


Possibility of Mother Ship. 
Fourth—Germany’s 
gaged in the American coast 
may be accompanied by a mother ship. 
Fifth—These submarines may obtain 
replenishment of fuel by, taking it from 


some captured tankers. 
Sixth—There may be a secret base of 


fuel supply somewhere on this side of 
the Atlantic, although this has not been 
proved in any investigated case. 
Seventh—For the purpose of this cam- 
paign Germany may be willing to sacri- 
fice submarines for what the mission is 
worth to Germany i # sending several 
submarines here and, instead of wasting 
their fuel on useless journeys home, 
leaving them here until they have used 
all their fuel oil, then sending them into 
port for capture. While this is not con- 
sidered likely, it was suggested as one 
way th which the effective radius of 
action for destructive purposes could be 
extended without the use of @ base, a 
relay of submarines, or a mother ship.

the United States. They pretend to 
lieve that these submarines will. sus- 
pend traffic between America and Eu- 
rope. 
' In its Berlin correspondence the Stutt- 
garter Neue Tageblatt says: ‘‘ Hamper 
the méans of communication between 
America and Europe, place obstacles in 
its way, and, if possible, cut them off; 
that is the new task of our submarines. 
The situation is becoming serious for 
America. She ‘sees: our - submarines 
|drawn up-around her coasts and. ready 
to sever all communication between 
the mother country and the army.” 

Cotnt Reventlow, who is always rabid 
in: his reviews regarding the United 
States, is credit by the Deutsche 
Tageszeitung with greeting ‘‘ with joy” 
this new enterprise of the German sub- 
marines. The German submarines, he 
says, ‘‘ have no special aim in Europe 
or in.America. For them it is simply a 
question of destroying allied tonnage 
placed at their disposal. 


May Declare the Coast Blockaded. 


-Rear Admiral Winslow, Inspector of 
the Naval Districts, who has been in 
conference with Admiral Benson, Chief 
of Naval Operations, regarding ‘meas- 
ures already taken and other steps to be 


initiated for dealing with German sub- 
marine activities along the coast, has 
left Washington for the naval districts. 
The plans made by the navy have been 
bamd on the assumption ‘that the new 
U-boat campaign is to be continued, and 
that the navy must be ready to deal 
with any emergency. 

Whatever may have been Germany's 
intentions when the U-boats were first 
sent for this operation, it is believ7zd 
that when the reports of their opera- 
tions, which to date include officially 
admitted attacks on sixteen vessels 
with an aggregate of more than 30,000 
tons gross of shipping affected, reaches 
the German Admiralty it will be dis- 
posed to continue the operations on a 
more intensive scale. It would not now 
surprise American Government officials 
{f the announcement should) come any 
day that Germany has decided to de- 
clare the American coast, blockaded by 
a submarine barred zone. 


DEEPER HELL GATE NEEDED. 


Commissioner Hulbert Points to Safe 
Passage for Troop Ships. 


A letter was received yesterday by 
the Merchants’ Association from Mur- | 
ray Hulbert, Commissioner of Docks, in 
which he said:

One of the keynotes was sounded today 
at the meeting of the American Asso-, 
ciation of Industrial Physicians and 
Surgeons at the Congress Hotel. It is 
the physical reconstruction and rehabili- 
tation of disabled soldiers and sailors. 
Lieut. Col. Harry E. Mock of Chicago, 


‘who has been in ‘Washington in the 


physical reconstruction bureau of the 
War Department, announced the plans 
of the Government in taking care of the 
disabled men returning from France. 
He was followed by T.'B. Midner, Voca- 
tional Secretary of the invalided 
Soldiers’ Commission of Canada, who 
described the work ir Canada, and gave 
figures showing the number of disabled 
men who had returned. 

Many of the surgeons were surprised 
to learn the small number of soldiers 
who had had a major amputation. In 
nearly four years during which Can- 
ada has ‘been in the war, there have 
been only 1,400 men who have lost an 
arm or a leg. There have been 30,000 
disabled soldiers. during that time. 

= The Secretary of War.” said Colonel 
Mock, ‘‘ has approved a plan of keeping 
all disabled soldiers in the military 
service until the medical department of 
the army has cured them as far as it 
To cure these men 
the Division of Physical Reconstruction 


| is planning. as an adjunct to the sur-

Major Gen. William C. Gorgas, Sur- 
geon General of the army, who will 
attend the convention, said today that 
except when sweeping casualty lists 
come in, the death rate in the army 
will be much lower than in civil life.

General Gorgas said that the Rocke-

The 
boxes. brought more than $25,000, an 
autographed program, auctioned: by 
Burr McIntosh, brought $17,500, and the 
‘orchestra and galleries were packed to 
capacity. 

The names of many famous artists of 
the singing stage were on last night’s 
programme, among them Caruso, John 
McCormack, Scotti, Muratore, Martin- 
elli, Amato, Mme. Alda, Mme. Braslau, 
Miss Anna Case, and Didur. ‘For the 
first time in the history of the Metro- 
politan the quartet from ‘‘ Rigoletto,” 
the sextet from ‘‘Lucia,’’ and the trio 
from ‘Faust’ were each sung in 
double, the singers participating. being 
Mmes. Alda, Muzio, Braslau, Kathleen 
Howard, Case, Mabel Garrison, Leonora 
Sparkes, and Messrs. Scotti, Amato, 

Rothier, de Luca, de Segurola, and 
Didur. Mischa Elman and Harold Bauer 
also contributed their services and re- 
ceived, as did all of the others, ova- 
tions from the great audience. 

The feature, however, which -aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm was a naval 
tableau in which more than 200° blue- 
jackets appeared. In this picture was 
grouped all the flags of the allied na- 
jons. The color bearers, all sailors of

REFUSED WAR SERVICE; 
GET LONG PRISON TERMS | 





to Spend 25 Years at Fort 
_ Leavenworth. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 10.—Sen- 
tences of life imprisonment were im- 
posed by a ¢ourtmartial today upon 
forty-five conscientious objectors who 
had refused to wear army uniforms. 
Tho sentences were reduced to twenty- 
five years each by Brig. Gen. J. P. 
O'Neil, who reviewed the records. Gen- 
eral O'Neil designated the-Fort Leaven- 
worth (Kan.) prison as. the place. of 
confinement. The men will be sent to 
prison immediately. 

Nearly all’ are from. Oklahoma and 
members-of the Mennonite faith. Some 
of the.Mennonites have, refused to beer 
arms, but donned the. uniform aad ac- 
cepted work in noncombatant units. The 
men who were. tried refused to put on 


thé uniform and refused to work in any 
ca acity connected with the army. 

The trialsywere held Friday and Sat-: 
urday, and no: evidence was offered by. 
the, defense beyond the: statement that 
the men were of a faith objecting to 
physical force. ‘None of the defendants 
offered any explanation of their failure 
4 obey the’ command to put on _uni- 
‘corms. 





WASHINGTON, June 10.—Other fac- 
tors than refusal to wear the army uni- 
form are assumed here to be involved 
in the cases of the forty-five so-called 
conscientious objectors sentenced. to 
long terms of imprisonment today at 
Camp Travis. War Department offi- 
cials say that otherwise the punishment 
meted out would be extremely severe.

In announcing on June 1 new regula- 
tions for the handling of conscientious 
objectors who refused noncombatant 
service Secretary Baker designated Fort 
Leavenworth as a concentration camp 
for men in this class, of whom the mili- 
tary authorities have only 600 recorded. 
An investigation board headed by Major 
Richard C. Stoddard of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s office was appointed to 
‘interrogate -personally each man’ 
se the purpose of determining his sin- 
cerity. 

This board will begin within a few 
days a tour of the camps where consci- 
entious objectors have been reported in 
most considerable numbers, and will 
finally go to Fort Leavenworth to pass 
upon cases of all men sent there. The 
sentences given the Camp Travis men 
may be held in abeyance pending this 
review. 


' PHILADELPHIA, June 10. — Henry 
Sadel, who styled himself a conscien- 
tious objector to the war, was sentenced 
to a year’s imprisonment today by Judge 
Dickinson in thé United States District 
Court here, charged with destroying his 
questionnaire. The sentence imposed is 
the full penalty permitted by the law. 


DETROIT, June 10.—In the most ex- 
tensive roundup .of draft evaders un- 
dertaken in Michigan since the Selective 
Service law went into force, the police, 
co-operating with Federal authorities, 
took into custody 2,000 young men be- 
tween Saturday night and this morning. 
Eighty-two are being held. 

The roundup is continuing today, the 
officers visiting poolrooms, cigar stores, 
and soft drink parlors and questioning 
loiterers on the streets.

AMERICAN WAR DECORATIONS. 

In other wars the United States 
Government has given few decorations 
to its soldiers and sailors for gallantry 
in action. There have been service 
medals, stacks of them, but they were 
not held in very high regard. ‘ Our 
special distinction, the Medal of Hon- 
or, was seldom bestowed.. The prin- 
ciple of giving it only to men who had 
shown extraordinary bravery was to 
be commended, but it was harder to 
win than the British Victoria Cross; 
and sometimes years elapsed before 
the Medal of Honor was awarded for a 
deed of valor. 

In the war with Spain the Govern- 
ment had to make an unwelcome rul- 
ing, for what seemed to be an inade+ 
quate reason — that it was embar- 
rassed by the number of officers and 
men recommended for the distinction. 
The principle of selection should have 
been exercised, nevertheless. 
sult was that acts of great intrepidity 
went unnoticed and unrewarded. This 
was certainly true of the Santiago 
campaign. In the taking of San Juan 
Hill Lieutenant WALTER C..SHoRT of 
the Sixth Cavalry was so far ahead of 
his men, to whom he was showing an 
example of daring, that he drew the 
fire of the Spaniards and fell, shot 
through the chest, near the summit. 


Captain L. W.. V. KENNoN of the Six- 


teenth Infantry, now Brigadier Gen- 
eral, was so impressed by the spec- 
tacle of young SHORT’s leadership that 
he ventured to recommend the Lieu- 
tenant for the Medal of Honor. There 
were other meritorious cases, but the 
War Department made a ruling that 
the coveted honor should be given only 
to those who réscued wounded under 
fire. Thus there was discrimination 
against soldiers who distinguished 


‘themselves by such exhibitions of valor |. 


as formerly won the medal. 

For the war in Europe, the great 
war, unprecedented for the size of the 
armies engaged, the fierceness of the 
fighting, and the inevitable losses, the 


| United States has had to create spe- 
! clal decorations for its own troops, 


following the example of its allies; 
and, further, it has been obliged to as- 
sent to their recognition and reward 
of American soldiers who displayed 
extraordinary bravery on the field, 
also to provide for reciprocity. To 
the Medal of Honor have been added a 
Distinguished Service Cross and a Dis. 
tinguished Service Medal. The first is 
to be awarded, as in the past, only to 
officers and soldiers of the American 
Army; the second may also be given 
to officers and soldiers of our allies 
who display remarkable valor in the 
campaign; while the Distinguished 
Service Medal will be awarded for 
meritorious service to the Govern- 
ment, which shall not necessarily be 
‘performed in the presence of an armed 
enemy of the United States or in oper- 
ations against him. 

There may be innumerable acts de- 
serving of the award of the Medal of 
Honor in this war, according to the 
ruling of the War Department. Briefly 
it may be said that gallantry under 
unusual circumstances, extraordinary 
daring in an emergency, hazard of life 
involving self-sacrifice, will, if prop- 
erly certified to, entitle an officer or 
soldier in any branch of the service to 
receive this supreme distinction. In 
another respect the: United States will 
adopt the practice of its allies: these 
decorations are to be bestowed at 
formal reviews with appropriate cere- 
monies. The whole regiment, and 
ultimately the whole army, will know 
who are the men singled out for salient 
achievement. The innovation is to be 
applauded. It will institute a rivalry 
in heroism in our armies, and the 
world will know that Americans are 
also the bravest of the brave, the

HELL GATE: CHANNEL. 

The deepening of the ‘Hell ' Gate 
channel to. forty feet, which would 
permit the largest dreadnoughts and 
ocean liners to reach New York. by 
way of Long Island Sound, has been 
urged repeatedly by. naval author- 
ities and the Merchants’ Association. 
If ten years ago the American people 
could have foreseen the war with 
Germany ard its possible conse- 
quences, there would now be two ap- 
proaches to the city and the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. With the enemy’s 
submarines off the Atlantic Coast, it 
seems to be a counsel of folly that the 
Government has so long neglected to 
heed the naval experts. 

Appropriations were made last year 

to carry out a plan to deepen the 
Hell Gate channel to thirty-five feet, 
with forty feet really authorized, but 
even after our entrance into the war 
early completion of the preliminary 
work was not provided for. It was 
to be finished in the indefinite future 
with such continuing appropriations 
as could be wrung from a reluctant 
Congréss. Moreover, the Government 
engineers construed the enabling act 
to mean that they could blast for 
a thirty-five-foot channel and knock 
off work for an unmeasured interval, 
although the dreadnoughts and the 
leviathan liners draw more than that 
depth. To settle an exasperating 
controversy; the House of Represent- 
atives adopted on April 9.a positive 
amendment making the channel forty 
feet. The matter, we believe, is still 
in conference. The obstructionists 
have not a leg to stand on. 
Further delay in making the amend- 
ment operative would be outrageous. 
That there should be any opposition 
to it in Congress is inexplicable. The 
opponents are playing the German 
game, although they may call them- 
selves watchdogs of the Treasury. 
They are certainly not co-operating 
with the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of War, who have de- 
clared for the forty-foot channel. 
There can be no plausible argument 
against deepening the Hell Gate chan- 
nel as soon as it can be done except 
the view that the war will be over 
first. No one can know how long 
the war will last; it may continue 
for several years and even end as a 
naval war. For that if for no other 
reason, work should be pushed on the 
forty-foot channel. In fact, that is 
the very reason, aside from any con- 
sideration of the future needs of self- 
defense and commerce, why. the ob- 
structionists should be sent to the 
rear and headway made on the indis- 
nenente engineering are 








THE SUBWAY STRIKE, 

Some five or six thousand workers 
on the subways have struck because 
of a quarrel between the Board of 
Estimate and the Public Service Com- 
mission as to the manner in which re- 
lief should be extended to the contrac- 
tors who have lost millions as the re- 
sult of war conditions. The Mayor 
says the Public Service Commission is 
to blame. The Public Service Com- 
mission says the Board of Estimate is 
to blame. The public believes both 
tell the truth, and takes little interest 
in-the balance of blame. If the Com- 
mission is to blame for delays which 
brought the construction of the sub- 
ways into the war period, the Mayor 
also is to blame for his delays in dis- 
covering the defects in the Lockwood 
law which was specially passed to meet 
this emergency. 

It would be tedious and do no good 
to enter into the details of the legal 
squabble. Whichever side is right 
about the legal method of procedure, it 
is sure that the city stands to lose 
more by the breakdown of the nego- 
tiations and the strike, if prolonged, 
than by relieving the contractors on 
the worse of the two methods, if there 
is any choice between them. The con- 
tractors have lost, through no fault of 
theirs, $4,649,919 already. They can- 
not be expected to lose more, nor be 
blamed for wishing relief, in what- 
ever manner. The increase of wages 
necessary to keep the men working is 
said to be $25,000 a week. More than 
the contractors have lost has been 
saved on the contracts by the vigi- 
larice of the engineers overseeing the 
work for the city, and there is thus a 
fund sufficient for the relief: of the 
contractors without increasing the 
cost to the city. Lawyers ‘can find 
legal defects in anything and laymen 
cannot say with what justice. Plain 
common sense dictates that the men 
should not be allowed to scatter in 
search of other jobs, beyond recall 
without delays more costly than the 
increase of wages. Whatever sums 
might be saved by pettifogging would 
more than be lost by the interést ac- 
crual on the hundreds of millions al- 
ready spent, and which cannot be put 
to use without expenditure of ‘some 
ten millions more. 

The money loss is small in compart 
son with the loss of the comforts 
which the riders on. the . subways 
should have had years ago, and with 
the real estate interests dependent 
upon the use of these transit facilities.

This. is 
merely an illustration of a proposal 
no different in principle from the case 
of a renter who should want to apply 
the rental due from him to the -con- 
struction of improvements without 
taking the opinion of the landlord re- 
garding the worth or cost of the im- 
provements. The landlords of the rail- 
ways want their rent without abate- 
ment, or diversion to uses perhaps not 
approved. If the Director General 
wants to make alterations or additions 
for war purposes, that is the concern 
of the nation, which is at war with 
Germany, and not of the railways. 
They have nothing more to do with the 
war than any other. corporations. 
That is more true when the railways 
are privately owned than it would be 
if the Government owned the railways, 

The question is broader than the 
credit of the railways. If the Gov- 
ernment contract with the railways 
does not safeguard the interests of the 
railways, a cloud is thrown over the 
good faith of the. Government in all its 
financial dealings. Fortunately, there 
is not sufficient reason to expect any- 
thing like that. The pending proposal 
is not the Director General’s, and it 


President’s declaration of his inten- 
tions. It is more in keeping with the 
attempt of the railway theorists to 
direct the manner in which railways 
should be operated in the public inter- 
est, regardless of private interests.

‘The German ‘‘ peace offensive’’ is indeed 
offensive {i all senses of the word. It smells 
to lieaven. It is an affront:to sane human 
intelligenoé, The proposal to’ England and 
the. United States: that: they buy.a shameful 
peace at. the expense of France would: be 
merely ‘silly and“not ‘worth any discussion 
if it not«for the fact.that there are a 
few pacifists in England, and more here, 
who are ‘still ‘obsessed’ by the fiction that 
peacé: can ‘be gained by some. sort of bar-, 
gaining. . We shall: not betray France, we 
shall not abandon any of the weaker nations 
to Germany, but that even the Teuton mind 
can. conceive such’ treachery to -be ‘possible 
is-asmazing. That they do believe it may be, 
in part: at jeast, due to the fact that some 
of our pacifists.are set in high places. 

The deniand that Germany “ state. her; 
terms, for. peace.’ is.equally. vicious. No.sane 
person cares what Germany's “‘ peace terms " 
may bde....It is of no, consequence; it does 
not matter what she wants, The only terms 
are unconditional surrender, after conclusive 
military, defeat. Terms of settlement must 
be laid down by the Allies; not reached by 
negotiation. ‘We shall dictate them—with 
justice, stern, retributive justice, and ‘also 
with mercy, but without allowing the of- 
fender any choice in the matter. 

When an individual has committed crimes 
such as arson, rape, and murder, we do not 
Sllow him ‘a choice of punishments, When 
we know him to be guilty we overpower him 
and kill him. ‘The case is not otherwise with 
a criminal nation. The idea that one cannot 
draw an indictment against a whole people is 
obsolete in the face of the events of the last 
‘four years. If we fail to do our full duty in 
pronouncing sentence. it will simply leave the 
task to.our children and our children’s chil- 
dren. The world cannot exist half German 
and half civilized. But we shall not fail.

The Army Field Clerk. 
To the Editor of The New rork Times: 

The letter dated June 1, by Arthur W. 
Allen of Cambridge, which appeared in. your 
columns recently, on the subject of Army. 
Field Clerks, is deserving of a Httle dis- 
cussion, because some of the statements it 
contains are grossly erroneous. 

The crux of Mr. Allen's argument is that 
the uniform of an army field clerk so closely 
resembles that of a commissioned army of- 
ficer that confusion is created in the minds 





of enlisted men, who are thereby misled into 
saluting army field clerks, who, as he | 
states correctly, are not entitled to a salute. | 
It is to be ,ointed out to Mr. Allen, however. | 
that regulations of the War Department pro- | 
vide that an army field clerk who for one |! 
reason or another has been saluted by an | 
enlisted man should return that salute. 

With reference to the mafn point, namely, 
that the uniform of a field clerk is con- 
fusingly identical with that of a commis- 
sioned officer, it is well to direct his at- 
tention to the fact that there are a number 
of distinguishing features between the two, 
which the enlisted. man can easily recognize, 
and which by his training he should see 
readily. The field clark, for example, is not 
permitted to nave, and does not have, on his 
sleeves the braid seen on commissioned of- 
ficers’ uniforms. Then, too, the field clerks’ 
uniforms do not bear at the shoulders the bars 
and other marks of rank as do the commis- 
sioned officers’, Mention may algo be made 
of the fact that the field clerks have been 
assigned a definite insignia to be worn on 
the collar—the cressed quills over the’ shield— 
whichis as plain as the nose on a man’s 
face. The enlisted man is thoroughly in- 
structed as to whom to salute, and he knows 
perfectly well—or sheuld know-when, whom, 
and on what ovcasion to salute. _ Mr. Allen 
seems to. be palpably misinformed when he 
gays, that field clerks ‘‘appear to have a 
fancy of getting salutes * * * and then 
laughing at the soldiers who give them.”’

“SCHENECTADY, N. Y., June 10.—A 
military atmosphere pervaded the an- 
hual commencement: of Union College 
today.’ Secretary of State Robert ] 
Lansing and General Peyton .C. March, 
Chief’ of Staff of the United: States 
Army; recipients of the honorary :de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws, were escorted 
from President Richmond's residence 
to the First Presbyterian Church, where 
the exercises were held, by more than 
1,000 soldiers of the Second and Tenth 
Regiments of New York Guard. Thirty- 
seven niembers of the graduating class 
“were absent on account of military 
duties. . 

Frederick Putnam Bellamy of Brook- 
lyn, & member of the class of 1868, 
received the honorary degree of Master 
of Arts, and another ’68 man, William 
Libby Pearson of this city, received the 
degree of Doctor of Humanities. 

Secretary Lansing delivered. the hon- 
orary Chancellor's address: He said 
that ‘‘ Prussianism and the idea of en- 
during peace among nations can never 
be brought into harmony; compromise 
cannot even be considered.’’ Instance 
after instance from his own experience 
at the head of America's foreign office 
were cited to prove his point because, 
he asserted, ‘‘ Americans, even those in- 
tellectually equipped, have but vague 
ideas of the attitude which made Prus- 
sianism possible. es 

Germans Taught “ Inéolent Pride.” 


“It is hardly open to. debate, in the 
light of subsequent events,” said Mr. 
Lansing, ‘‘ that the philosophical and 
political ideas which haye been taught 
for years from the university platforms, 
from the pulpits, and through the 
printed word to young and old in Ger- 
many, excited in them an insolent pride 
of blood and infused into their national 
being an all-absorbing ambition to prove 
themselves supermen chosen by natural 
supertority and by divine mandate to 
be rulers of the earth.

CLOTURE DEBATE IN SENATE 


Concessions Made on Underwood 
Rule and Borah Amendment.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Secret di- 
Plomacy versus open diplomacy was ar~ 
gued in the Senate today. during con- 
sideration of the rule proposed by Sen<- 
ator Underwood of Alabama to limit 
Senate debate during the war, with an 
amendment by Senator: Borah of Idaho 
for public consideration of treaties.. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, Chaire 
man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee; Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
ranking Republican of that’ committee, 
and Senator Knox of Ponnsylvania, 
former Secretary of State, joined in op- 
posing the Borah amendment; which 
was upheld by the author and Senator 
Kellogg of Minnesota. 

The opponents declared that the prine 
cipal evil of secret diplomacy was se 
crecy concerning treaties actually con- 
summated, which did not obtain in this 
country. Senator Knox said negotiae 
tion of treaties in public was impracti- 
cable; that statements made in open 
discussion of treaties might prejudice 
the nation’s interests, 

Senator Borah insisted that the pease 
treaty to end the world war must be 
made with all the peoples of all the 
nations concerned having {ull informa~ 
tion, and giving their approval of the 
terms, while Senator Kel onn as Ca yas 
that the country could not afford ip Fo 
on record now in favor of secret diplo- 
the nego- 


macy. 

Concessions were made in 
tiations toward disposition of the reso- 
lution and amendment. Senator Borah 
modified his amendment to provide that 
two-thirds of the Senate instead of four- 
fifths, as he originally proposed, might 
close its doors when treaties were be 
debated. 

Senator Underwood made a concessl 
to the opponents of his cloture propo 
announcing acceptance of an amend- 
ment by Senator Cummins of Iowa, 
which would limit speeches to an hour 
and a half instead of one hour.

his holdings into a trust, naming his 
brothers, William and John Jacob, and 
Cc.

Under their trust he provided that, in 
case he should marry, his widow was 
to receive one-third of this income, and 
should he have any children he reserved 
the right to dispose of the estate by will.

No value is placed on the estate in 
the papers filed yesterday, but it was 
stated by a lawyer connected with the 
ease that estimates previously published 
had been.too high and that it was doubt- 
ful if the real estate, which consists of 
about 125 parceis in Manhattan, would 
reach $5,000,000. It was also stated that 
the one-third life interest of Mrs. Henry 
Astor would be no bar to the immediate 
distribution of the property among the 
other heirs.

If the property is distributed 
the share due to Margaret de Sieurs 
Qbendorff will be placed in the hands 
of the Alien Property Custodian. The 
Countess Obendorff is a German, her 
husband having some years ago been 
the German Ambassador to Austria. 
Her brother, Hubert de Steurs, who is a 
grandson of a sister of the late Henry’ 
Astor, is also entitled to a share of the 
estate. He is a Dutch subject, and 
Alphonse ‘Lambert Eugene, Chevalier 
de Steurs, is named as curator of his 
property by appointment of a Dutch 
ccurt.

WOMEN’S POLICE CORPS. 


400 Enroll and Are Asked to Check 
German Propaganda. 


The Women’s Police Training Corps 
held its first meeting last night at Po- 
lice Headquarters. It was organized by 
Inspector John F. Dwyer and Special 
Deputy Police Commissioner Rodman 
Wanamaker to fill vacancies caused by 
city employes going to the war. Four 
hundred women enrolled last night, and 
Inspector Dwyer explained that there 
would soon be established in all bor- 
oughs classes where the women would 
have an opportunity of learning free 
of charge the subjects needed to pass 
the necessary civil service examinations.

ECLIPSE RESULTS GOOD: ' 


But Baker Observations Were Ham- 
pered by Light Cjouds. 
-, By S.:A. MITCHEL,

BAKER, Ore., ‘June 10.---With thé de- 
velopment of. the, photographs . taken on 
Saturday, June 8, the second chapter is 
completed in the story of ‘the total 
eclipse of the sun, 48 written by the 
party from, the United States Naval 
Observatory.
